Gullic neighbours been fraltrated, by the rouling of

The Durch being now reftored to Britain, their 
pavy may in any future, and in the impending con- 
ret, be added to that of Britain, They will be 
able to furnith 36 or 40 men of war —bur is it not 
a very curious circumitance that this nation who 
live upon water, and have been within fo few years 
the carriers of Europe, cannot now furnith Dutch 
feamen to man ten fhips. So broken and difmant- 
Jed have they become by their impolitic connection 
with France, that their thips have larely been navi- 
gated by foreigners, an expedient which will be 
done away by the reftoration of domettic peace, and 
their old form of government. 

The Rhyngraff Van Salm, who was formerly a 
Colonel in the fervice of the Stadcholder, forfeited 
his allegiance, and accepted the command of the 
patriotic infurgents at Urrecht. A requifition is 
given by the Magiltrates to the Prince of Orange, 
that if he be found in any of the Dutch colonies, he 
may be feat home, and incapacitated from being em- 
ployed on any occafion again in the fervice of the 
States, and that he may be treated as a delerter, 

The States and Nobles of Holland, in a long re- 
folation, requelt the Prince of Orange, as Captain 
General of the States, to take proper and immediate 
meafures for having Hefhiin and Saxe Gotha troops 
hired, and employed for the defence of the country, 
in confequence of the great difperfion of their own 
troops during the late troubles ; and itis under{tood, 
that the auxiliary troops which have been engaged 
by General Sir Wriliam Fawcett, will be employed 
jn that fervice, as they are not now likcly to be 
wanted by Great Britain for any other purpofe. 

As foon as the Heffian and Saxe-Gotha troops 

¢an be inarched into Holland, it is expected thatthe 
Prufian troops will be withdrawn to the frontiers of 
Holland, as a preliminary to a mediation between 
Great Britain and France, and there to wait until 
all matters are fully explained and afcertained by 
mediation. 
+ The death of the King of Spain was announced 
in a morning print fo long back as Monday lait. 
The intelligence, and the remarks accompanying it, 
came in a very fufpicious fhape, and as no advices 
have been received in confirmation of an article of 
fuch importance, it may be regarded as a mere fa- 
brication. 


Sentence of a General Court Martial, held at the 
Flurfe Guards, for the ‘Trial of Major Joha 
Browne, of the 67th regiment, upon a complaint 
and charge preferred apainit him, by the Pretident 
and Members of a Court Martial, holden in An- 4 
vi jip-tietethnadiiinde Sanansings Raber soris Afareh: : 
1786, upoa the trial or Captain Robert Hedges, 
of the tame regiment. 

THIS Court having daly confidered the report 
made to his Majelty by the General Court Martial, 
held in Antigua, bearing dace the 17th of March, 
1786, complaining of a grofs contempt and difre- 
{pet offered to the Members of that Coure Martial, 
when in the execution of their dury, as Judges, is 
of opinion, that the prifoner, Major Browne, is guil- 
ty of difrefpect to the fad Court Martial, in the in- 
flance of the reply made by him to Lieutenant Ur- 
quaart, a member thereof, in the following words : 
* T have not the leaft doubt but Mr Urquhart will 
“ recollect every circumitance that can tend to cri- 
“ minate me ;’" which is the fit point fpecified in 
the faid report ¢ and alfo that he is guilty of a con 
tempt to the fuid Court Martial, in difclaiming their 
authority to pat him in arrelt, refuling to pay obe- 
dience to them as a Court, and fubmitting to the ar- 
reft upon the fole ground of Licurenant Colonel 
Foriter, the Prefident, being an officer of fujerior 
rank 10 him —but of any ocher contempt or difre- 
fpect in the faid report fpecified, this Court doth ac- 
quit bim. 

The Court having, in the next place, taken into 
confideration the fecond article of complaint and 
charge, viz. ** Having fcandaloufly, and in a man- 
* ner unbecoming an officer and a gentdcman, tra- 
duced the character of the faid Lieurenant Colo- 
‘nel Forter, the Prefident, and of feveral other 
officers who compofed the faid Court Martial, 
held in Antigua, by an injarious mifreprefenration 
of their conduct, contained in a narrative tracf- 
mitted by him (Major Browne) to his Majetty’s 
Secretary at War, with a letter dated from St 
Joho’s, in Antigua, the rsth of March 1736, 
and alfo in another letter dated the 17th of the 
fame month ;” and having weighed the evidence 
given in fupport of the charge, with that produced 
onthe part of the prifoner, is of opiniony—That he 
the faid Major Browne has in a part of his faid nar- 
Tative made an injurious mifreprefentation, ioafmuch 
as he has arraigned the conduct of the faid Court 
Martial, in a degree which he has not fupported by 
evidence; but as it appears that he had but too mach 
teafon, from the unjultifiable conducat of the Court 
Maniial, for moft parts of his reprefentaticn, and 
feeling himfelf much aggrieved, may reafonably be 
prefumed to have viewed their general.condué in a 
Kronger light than a difinrerefted odferver, this 

-Ourt isindaced to believe, that he has not inten- 
tionally made any undue fuggeltion, with the pur- 
ok of traducing the characterJof the faid Court 
“Martial, aod does therefore acquit him of having ac- 
ted feandaloufly, or in a manner unbecoming an oili- 
ect and a pentieman. 

And, upon the whole, having regard to the very 
pd neces of his argelt, during which Major Browne 
iS neceiarily been fufpended from his duty and 
Sommand, the Court is of opinion, and doth by this 
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declaration, and the notice they had { cheir adjudication dglare, that the punifiment there- 


by fuitained is fully adequate to the crime of which 
lie has been found guiley. 

The Court cannot but exprefs their furprize, that 
a doubr thoald have been entertained upon the 
point ; but fince their attention his been diredtly 
called to it, they take this opportunity of declaring 
their Opinion, that all Court, Martials legally contti- 
tuted and convened for the adminiilration of juttice, 
have, whillt acting in the difcharge of their daty, 
equal powers and authority for the purpoles of pre- 
ferving decency and good order, reprcfling” con- 
tempts, and the more effectual attainment of truth, 
whatever may be the rank of the officers which coh- 
ftitute thofe Courts refpectively ; and that the profe- 
cator, prifoner, and witneffes, although they may 
happen to be of fuperior rank in the army to thof. 
who form any fuch Court Martial, are equally bouad 


the fame had been altogether compofed of officers of 

more elevated rank. 

One other circumftance the Court efteems it ne- 
ceflary to mark, ariling out of the procecdings 
of the Court Martial held at Antigua, upon the 
trial of Captain Hedges: It having aypeared from 
evidence, whjch this Court has had before them, 
that aa idea feemed to prevail at that Court Martial, 
that an atrempt to depreciate the military character 
of a Commanding Orlicer, when not in the exercife 
of his command, was a matter not within the copg- 
nizance of a Court Martial, and could only be con- 
fidered, if injurious, as an injury of a private na- 
ture, the Court thinks it incumbent on them to dif- 
avow, and {trongly to mark their diffeat from fuch 
opinion, as tending to create difyaioo, and to fub- 
vert all order and difcipline in the armg. 

Sentence of the Court Marcial upon the Trial of 
Major Browne, for the charge of ¢* Cruelty or 
Opprefion,” preferred againft him by Captain 
Hedges. 

With refpet to the article of charge preferred by 
Captain Hedges again/t Major Browne, namely, of 
“ Cruelty or Oppreition, as Commanding Oulicer 
“© of the 67th Regiment, towards Thomas Ed- 
“ wards, a private foldier of the fame regiment, 
*¢ during a period commencing on or about the 
* month of March «785, and ending about the be- 
** ginning of February 1786 2”? —The Court baving 
duly weighed the evideace, as well on the part of 
the profecator, as of the ; rifoner, dota acguit Ma- 
jor Browne of the charge of Crve/ty ; but is of dpi- 
gion, that he is gué/ty of Opprefiion, as Contnand- 
ing Officer of the 67th repiment, towards the faid 
Thomas Edvards of the fame reyiment, by fabject- 
ing him, without trial, to a puvithment of cifgrace 
and ignominy, during a period commencing the 
zoth day of April 1735, and ending the 22d day 
of February 1786, being 30g days, ahd ‘sth ad- 
Judge, hat the faid -Major Biowne be fufpended 
from pay.and duty, during a like period of 309 
days. 

And the Court does in all humility recommend, 
that his Majefty will be gracioufly pleafed to dire&t, 
that out of the monies, which shall be {topper in 
the hands of the Agent of the regiment, by reafon 
of the faid fulpenfion, a fum of 49 bé paid to the 
faid “Thomas Edwards. as a fatisaSion for the. 

‘The Court however, cannot forbear to” remarx, 
that Captain Hedges preferred his accufation againlt 
Major Browne (of crucliy as commanding officer of 
the 67th regimcnr) immediately after his own tre ,! 
in Antigua, and without any previous application 
made to him oy Thomas Edwards, who, as appears, 
did not lay complaint before him, till the precife 
point of ume, when Captain Eledges was exprefsly 
required {pecifically to Rate the inflance on which 
he grounded his general charge ; and that, in the 
intermediate trme, Capiain Hedges thought himfelf 
at liberty, without the confent of homas Edwards, 
who (ill remained unredreffed,’ to withdraw his 
charge--circumilances which afford reafén ‘to faf- 
peat, thac Captain Hedges, when he inititured his 
profecution, had fome object in view lefs- worthy 
than that of obtaining redrefs fer an aggrieved fol-. 
dicr. 

The ubove fentence and remarks were dellvered 
yelierday in open Court, by the Judge Advocate ; 
a mode of publication rather unafual, but'called for 
by the importance of the matter. ‘lo thefe was ad-
